HEARD A SHOT. 


At 9 o'clock they heard a shot fired 


in the house but thought nothing of 
the occurrence. Fifteen minutes later 
a rig departed but as. it was dark they 
were unable to distinguish those^.fo> 
it. When Bennet went to work the 
next morning, he missed the elder 
Pierce and his suspicions were arous- 
ed. He and H. S. G'ird, then hurried to 
the Pierce home and failing to gain 
any response to their repeated knock- 
ing, 
broke in the door and discovered 


the lifeless body of Pierce. 


RETURNED TO RANCH.

Alice Bennet and H. S. Gird,

Jacobs, for whom Grill was working 
was-called on the stand, and said the 
accused returned to "iis ranch at mid- 
nig-ht.

NEW YORK, July 28.—An interest- 


ne, passenger on the steamship Teu- 
tonic yesterday was W. L. D. Gary, of 
Oakland, CaL, millionaire, who enjoys 
the distinction of being the sole pro- 
prietor and ruler of an island in Brit- 
ish waters on whicii he is exempt from 
paying taxes, either to Great Britain 
or any other country. 


Mr. Gary's,unique possessio nis the 


Calf of Man, located about 500 yards 
south of the Isle of Man. It is five 
miles in circumference and- contains 
about 900 acres, 140 of which are in a 
high state of cultivation. The popu- 
lation Is about forty, one of Mr. Gary's 
tenants is an American missionary.

The island came into Mr. Gary's pos- 


session by inheritance, having been 
given to one of his remote ancestors by 
a former ruler of'Great'Britain for 
services performed for the crown. :Mr. 
Gary's father was the last owner of 't 
and it was during Ws'lifetime that the 
taxation of the island was ibollshed. 
Mr. Gary Sr., protested against paying 
taxes, having discovered that the orig- 
inal deed of gift exempted it The .mat- 
ter was taken up oy Parliament and 
Mr.'Gary's position sustained.

Sessions Says New Corporation Will Ask For East and 
West Franchises in Competition With the Traction Co. 


Owing to the restrictive conditions im-! 


posed last night by the Street Railway 
Committee of the Council on the Oak'and 
Traction Company in consideration of 
granting the companj a franchise on East 
Fourteenth street the corporation asked 
leave to withdraw its application 


This withdrawal on the part of the 


railway company is taken as indicating 
tbat the street railway Improvements so 
much wished for by East Oakland Ala- 
meda, Elmhurst and Truitvalc will not 
be commenced at once as the company 
made all of its promises in this direction 
on condition that the franchise along 
East Fourteenth street be granted 
The 


officials of the corporation stated they 
considered Fourteenth street the Ke> to 
East Oakland and beyond and that it is 
not Intended to build on any other street 


THE CONDITIONS 


The conditions at which the Traction 


Company balked are that the committee 
of the whole of the Council demanded 
S3 000 for the franchise, that the duty of 
keeping the street in repair perpetually 
should fall on the company, that the 
street should be sprinkled bj the com- 
rany, and that the 
street 
should be 


widened at the expense of the company 
These conditions were severer than Sec- 
retary Samuel J Taylor of the company 
had anticipated and he asked the com- 
mittee of the whole leave to withdraw 
tl-e application of the compans for a 
fianchise

A New Transcontinental Route 


The announcement that contracts have already been entered into 


whereby the bulk of the next Hawaiian sugar crop will be transported 
to New York via the isthmus of Tehuntepec is of more than ordinary 
significance. 
It is notice that a new route for transcontinental traffic 


is about to enter the field. This new route promises to be a formidable 
competitor to the Panama route as well as the transcontinental roads 
terminating at San Francisco, Portland and Seattle. 


Hitherto the bulk of the sugar'produced in Hawaii has been 


landed at Pacific coast ports of the United States, principally, in San 
Francisco, though some of it has been shipped around the horn. 
If 


the bulk of Hawaiian sugar is henceforth to reach the Atlantic sea- 
board by Tehauntepec, or Panama even, the trade of San Francisco 
is likely to suffer. 
There is no reason why the tobacco, hemp and 


sugar of the Philippines and the tea and silks of China should not 
go the same route. In that case a great deal of ocean traffic would 
be diverted from American ports and the overland carrying trade of 
the American transcontinental roads greatly reduced. 


The new Tehauntepec road, with its harbor approaches and dock 


system, is nearing completion,- and will be opened for regular traffic 
this year. 
The reconstruction of this line and the construction of 


safe and commodious deep water harbors on both sides of the isthmus 
has cost the Mexican government a vast sum of money. Pearson 
& Sons, an English syndicate, has a lease of the property for a period 
of fifty-one years. 


The'terminal facilities at Coatzacoalcos on the Atlantic side and 


Salina Cruz on the Pacific are said to be as perfect of their -kind as 
exist in the world. An elaborate dockage system has been provided 
whereby steamers can discharge their cargoes directly into cars on 
the railroad wharves. Contracts are already let for a large fleet of 
ocean steamers to secure and handle the trade of both oceans. 
The 


engineers in charge have estimated the actual carrying cost of freighf 
over the line, including loading and unloading at the terminal, at 
60 cents a ton. Against this is the proposed Panama toll of $i a 
ton, which is the same as the Suez toll. 


Tehauntepec is 1200 miles north of Panama and but 800 miles 


from New Orleans. 
As the crow flies,'the distance across the isthmus 


is 124 miles, but as it is necessary to deviate in building the railroad, 
the distance from the Atlantic to the Pacific is a little over 190 miles. 
The maximum elevation of the roadway is 730 feet, and at no other 
point along the Mexican coast is it possible to cross with so slight 
a grade. 
' 


The contract to carry the Hawaiian sugar crop is the first gun 


in the campaign to divert traffic from San Francisco to this Mexican 
line controlled by English capitalists. It denotes the beginning of a 
struggle for trade supremacy in the Pacific that is of vital interest to 
San Francisco. 
The Canadian Pacific on the north is striving to di- 


vert traffic by-that route, and a new line across Mexico from Acapulco 
to Tampico is now in course of construction. These facts admonish 
the merchants and railroad managers of the United States that they 
must put forth their best efforts if this country is not to suffer from 
a threatened diversion of traffic. 


The millionaire owner of an automobile'punched a San Fran- 


cisco expressman for allowing himself to be run into. Now what 
would that choleric son of wealth do to a bank or a tree? 


The veracious correspondent of the London Mail says the Em- 


peror of Germany and the Czar of Russia "discussed Norway" in their 
. recent meeting on board a yacht in the Baltic. Perhays they talked 


of Norway because it would be indelicate to discuss their own affairs. 
. But how did the correspondent of the London Mail learn the purport 
of that memorable conversation? The two sovereigns were careful 
to exclude everybody from their communion, which took place under 
circumstances which forbid the idea that anyone else should have 
listened to what they had to say. It may be assummed that they 
discussed matters of far greater immediate moment to them than 
Norway. 
What these matters were may be guessed, but it may well 


be assumed that no newspaper correspondent has been enlightened in 
regard to them. 
.

It is to be hoped that the decision knocking out the salary law 


for justices and constables will not mean a revival of the iniquitous 
practice of jailing tramps to swell fees. 


Secretary Wilson's Humiliation. 


'No wonder Secretary Wilson has a serious attack of indigestion. 


The revelations in regard to the thrifty operations of his trusted sub- 
ordinates being made are enough to make anybody sick. Nobody 
questions the absolute integrity of Secretary Wilson, and it is ac- 
knowledged without debate that he is the best Secretary of Agricult- 
ure the country has ever had, but the conclusion is irresistible that he 
has been grossly imposse'd upon by a nest of grafters who got a foot- 
hold in his department and gained his confidence only to abuse it. 
Many circumstances indicate that the reports of crop conditions have 
been extensively and systematically manipulated for years in the in- 
terest of groups of speculators, who have been systematically milking 
the public. A thorough investigation and cleaning out of the depart- 
ment has therefore become necessary. 


Unfortunately a cloud has been cast over the statistics of the 


department. John Hyde, who virtuously resigned because he had 
been unjustly accused, according to his story, appears to little better 
advantage than Holmes, the disgraced chief deck. He 
has 
been 


using his position to further the financial and political interests of his 
friends, and the inference is that he has done this for his own profit. 
He is also accused with great circumstantiality of altering statistical 
raports on his own motion when they did not suit his own purposes 
or views. Immediately after resigning he attempted to forestall the 
government's report by making a published statement regarding crop 
conditions. This was clearly done to influence the. market, and was 
a gross breach of confidence strongly confirmatory of the truth of the 
charges made against Hyde. 
' . 


The crop reports must be correct ,or they are valueless. 
All 


advance knowledge of them must be withheld if the entire machinery 
for gathering the information is not to be prostituted to private ends 
diametrically opposed to public policy. If the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Agricultural Department is to be a mere speculative instru- 
ment in the hands jof grafters and speculators, the. money expended 
upon it is a criminal waste of public funds. 
If the statistics are to

California's Bad Crop Year. 


The apple growers of the Pajaro Valley are complaining of 


blight in their orchards. The crop is almost a total failure this year, 
the quality of the fruit reaching maturity being decidedly inferior. 
This complaint is echoed by the peach growers all over the State. 
With few exceptions the yield is poor and the quality inferior. 
It 


was the same with cherries. Apricots fared better, but plums are 
the only fruit crop in this State that is full and up to standard. Some- 
thing seems to have been wrong with this season, although early in 
the season it promised to be an ideal one. It has been many years 
since the quality of the grain harvested was so poor. Red oats in 
the Sacramento valley and the foothills, adjoining are almost a com- 
plete failure, while a black rot has. cut down the walnut and almond 
crops. 
The quality of the hay produced is, generally speaking, far 


below the average. 
Mvich of it was injured by late rains. Vegetables 


are also inferior. Something seems to have been out of joint with 
this season, but experienced agriculturists appear to be unable to tell 
just what is the ma,tter. Such conditions call for close' study on the 
part of the' agrostological experts at the State University. Scientific 
research has here a field of usefulness hardly to be properly' estimated. 
The university experts have an opportunity to render the farming 
interests a valuable service by ascertaining precisely the causes which 
have rendered an apparently favorable season a most unsatisfactory 
one.

JUSTICE 


P h o t o g r a p h e r 
Says He Has Been 


Defrauded. 


BERKELEY, July 28.—J. T. Pollock, 


the Shattuck avenue photographer, re- 
turned from San Francisco yesterday 
afternoon with a heart full of rage and 
a poor opinion of the efficiency of the 
machinery of the law in that metrop- 
olis. Pollock'is now of the conviction 
that there is no justice in California 
and technicalities of the law are ser- 
viceable only In assisting crooks in 
their nefarious work. 


"The only way to have justice done 


and punishment meted out to swind- 
lers and grafters in this State," said 
he this morning, "is to get a loaded 
gun and go out and use it. 
"There -Is .no justice in the courts. 


Within the past three months I have 
been swindled out of more than a 
thousand dollars and the men who rob- 
bed me have gone scott free because of 
technicalities ifc the law. The next 
time I am made a victim of robbers 
who hide behind the law I will be my 
own judge and will execute judgment 
with a pistol." 


The occasion of Polock's visit to 
the courts was the trial of Charles 
Olsen for embezzlement and M. Dar- 
by for burglary. 
Olsen was a for- 


mer partner of Pollock in the Pollock- 
Olsen Novelty Company. Pollock says 
that Olsen • hired Darby to go to his 
place of business and steal the spec- 
ialty company's outfit, valued at over 
S1000. Then Olsen disappeared. Pol- 
lock at once secured warrants against 
them, but both defendants were re- 
leased yesterday and the cases dis- 
missed. 


"Judge Cabattiss 
said 
from 
the 


bench that there was no doubt but I 
had been robbed, -but under the law 
Olsen coulfl not be prosecuted because 
he was my partner. The papers dis- 
solving the partnership had not been 
signed by Olsen before 
he 
carried 


away my property. He swindled me, 
out of every cent I put into the com- 
pany, and now I understand he has 
gone to San Jose with its friend Darby 
and will probably try to carry on the 
same confidence game there." 
Pollock, however, is by no means 


clone with: Olsen. It is his intention to 
eventually^bound his former partner 
to the courts. With this end in view 
he has sent out a circular letter, to the 
police and manufacturers throughout 
the State, warning them against Olsen. 
According to Pollock, it is the inten- 


tion of Olsen .to travel through the 
southern part of the State from San 
Jose to Los Angeles in company with 
Darby for the purpose of interesting 
mill owners and others in his pulley 
attachment invention .through which 
he is said to have swindled Pollock. 
The latter declares that the invention 
is absolutely worthless and its safe 
is founded altogether an a mass of 
false statements. All these facts are 
contained in the warning that Pojlock 
has sent broadcast through the mails. 
He is certain that 'Olsen will soon 
commit himself to such an extent thai 
all the "legal technicalities in Chris- 
tendom" will not save him.

Provision for New 


Laboratory at 


University 


^y 28.— A 'recent report 


of the California State Board of Health 
contains the ofBcial announcement of the 
openiug of the State Hygienic Laboratory 
at the University of California. Provis- 
ion was made at the last meeting of the 
Legislature for the establishment of this 
adjunct of the State Board of Health and 
during the vacation the Bacteriological 
Laboratory was put in preparation for 
the experimental work. Besides Dr. Ar- 
chibald Ward, the head of the depart- 
ment, the Board of Regents has appoint- 
ed Dr. George Reinhardt and Miss Mar- 
garet Henderson to assist in the labora- 
tory. 


The report states that it is the Inten- 
tion of the State Board of Health to make 
this Hygienic Laboratory an active auxil- 
Hary to the health authorities in the 
State in their fight .against disease. 
The largest cities already have labora- 
tories 
when 
tuberculosis, 
typhoid 
cases and other, pathological products 
can be examined and much good result 
therefrom. 
This laboratory will do for 
the State what they, do f.or the city. It 
will be. open to any health officer of Cali- 
fornia. who has only to'scnd the specimen 
of diseased product to the laboratory, and 
he will receive without fee, and as soon 
as possible the result of the examination 
Should he require an answer by tele- 
graph or telephone, it will be necessary 
for him to pay the extra expense, as the 
State aoproprlation is too small to war- 
rant much outlay in this direction. 
In 
conclusion, the report urges all health 
officers in the State to avail themselves 
of this opportunity for making an early 
diagnosis of doubtful cases, before there 
has been any amount of exposure.
